liberal percentage which he deducted for hut
trouble. Lady Thorne was at first the favorite,
though not at long odds, lor the gallant contest
which Mountain Boy made asrtlnt her last week
on the Fabhton Courne was too fresh in memory
lor that. A gieat oeal of mouey was laid out at
this time al the odds ol 100 to.75 on tho Lady.

Alter the Boy had put a heat to his credit,
however, betting changed, although the bickers
ot the lanky m-tr- were so confident of her
powers as to lay their money at evens. Mountain
Boy had the call in the betting, and although,
the majority of t tie pools sold with even figures,
lie had the most supporters, and gradually ad-
vanced ia favor until he whs held at 100 to 9.1.
After the serond heat few were so poor at to do
licr reverence, and tho hedgemen wildly endea-
vored to Ret their moDej back by laying 9 to 2,
aud 5 to 1, on the Boy.

After the usual preliminary exercise the
horse came up the home stretch for the

first Heat, with Mountain Boy on Inside.
After one nnsuccesslul attempt at starting
Mountain Boy going up on approaching the
scot e, they eot off, with the horo a length in
the lead. The roare broke up almost instantly,
went around the turn and passed the quarter
w ith ber leps rnannmvrinir wildly in the air.
By the time the quarter was reached the Boy
bad put at least eieht leugrhs ot day'dght be-
tween them, nnd bad aseetning chance of ending;
the raco by a distance. But the Lady came to
her feet lu time to prevent this, and gained
gradually; for McLaughlin, as soon as he saw
that he could not distance the mare, eased his
horse and let his ndvantaae ground gradually
decrease.

The quarter and half were
passed in the e1-- time of 33 seconds and
but the next half was thebttH ot the race, the
Lady making her strongest effort. But It was
110 use, and on connug up the home stretch Bhe
went uo wildly and crossed the score on a run,
a length in the rear. The tlmejof tho last half
was 112, and of the heat, 2'29.

JTtird Heat. This was much tbe same as the
second. An even start was etiected; at the
quarter the Boy led only by a neck, the time
being 37 seconds; but before reaching the half
mile palo he had his old advantage of a length,
and the Lady again loses her, but on the home
stretch he won by three leneths. i'lmc: 2'29,
the fin-- t half being trotted in MO.
